General  Rules  and  Regulations. 


Intending  Exhibitors  and  Visitors  are  particularly  requested 
to  read  carefully  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  governing 
the  Exhibition,  which  will  be  in  all  cases  strictly  enforced.    ::  :: 


EQUALIZATION  OF  FREIGHT. 

Freight  on  Exhibits  at  this  Exhibition,  within  100  miles  of 
Sherbrooke,  to  be  paid  by  Exhibitors  ;  the  excess  of  freight  over  100 
miles  to  or  from  Sherbrooke  will  be  paid  by  the  Association. 

Transportation  charges  on  Exhibits  (sent  by  freight)  will  be  re- 
funded, provided  that  the  entire  Exhibit  be  returned  to  the  original 
shipping  point  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  Fair,  without 
change  of  owners. 

These  payments  will  be  made  only  on  production  of  the  freight 
bills  and  certificate  of  the  Station  Agent,  that  the  Exhibits  have 
been  returned  to  place  of  shipment  intact. 

This  applies  only  to  shipments  originating,  and  to  goods  manu- 
factured, in  Canada. 

The  regular' one  way  rate  must  be  prepaid  on  all  Exhibits. 

From  August  26th  to  August  31»t  are  preparation  days,  the 
grounds  and  buildings  will  be  open  to  exhibitors  and  their  assistants 
only,  from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

Exhibits  must  be  in  their  places  and  ready  for  Exhibition  as 
follows  : — All  Live  Stock  excepting  Poultry,  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 4th;  but  Exhibits  coming  from  Toronto  Fair  will  be  accepted 
on  Thursday,  September  5th.

Industrial,  Saturday,  Aug.  31st,  at  6  p.m. 

No  exhibits  of  any  description  will,  under  any  circumstance, 
be  admitted  to  the  grounds  after  the  dates  fixed  above,  and  no  re- 
moval will  be  allowed  until  Friday,  September  13th. 

The  exhibition  will  be  open  to  the  public  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 2nd,  at  8  a.  m.,  and  will  continue  open  until  Saturday,  Septem- 
ber 14th,  at  6  p.  m.,  Sunday  excepted. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  GROUNDS. 

Excepting  to  holders  of  exhibitors'  or  attendants'  tickets,  or 
passes,  the  price  of  admission  will  be  25  cents  each  time  of  entering. 

The  admission  will  be  by  means  of  registering  turnstiles,  and 
each  person  must  purchase  a  ticket  at  the  Ticket  Office  before  en- 
tering. 

Exhibitors  and  necessary  attendants  upon  stock,  machinery, 
etc.,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors,  where  the  entrance  fees  war- 
rant it,  as  hereafter  provided,  will  be  furnished  with  special  tickets, 
good  during  certain  hours  only,  upon  exhibitors  applying  at  the  Se- 
cretary's office  on  the  grounds. 

Each  ticket  will  bear  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  is- 
sued, and  if  presented  by  any  other  person  it  will  be  forfeited. 

An  exhibitor's  ticket  will  admit  the  holder  twice,  and  an  at- 
tendant's ticket  once  each  day. 

No  exhibitor's  or  attendant's  tickets  will  be  issued  to  exhibit- 
ors whose  entrance  fees  amount  to  less  than  two  dollars,  and  only 
one  ticket  will  be  issued  for  each  two  dollars  of  entrance  fees,  and 
only  then  to  exhibitors  or  bona  fide  and  necessary  attendants,  but 
exhibitors  may  purchase  an  exhibitor's  ticket. 

One  exhibitor's  ticket  admitting  an  exhibitor  only  twice  each 
day,  and  positively  not  transferable,  may  be  purchased  by  an  indi- 
vidual exhibitor  and,  if  a  firm,  by  each  member  thereof,  at  the  Se- 
cretary's office,  on  the  grounds,  for  the  whole  exhibition,  for  $2.00. 

Members  of  the  local  County  Agricultural  Society  who  have 
paid  their  annual  subscription  will  be  entitled  to  exhibitors'  tickets 
free  of  charge,  on  satisfying  the  Secretary  that  such  subscription 
has  been  paid.

RULES  REGULATIONS. 
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The  entry  tickets  will  admit  the  persons  bringing  exhibits  to 
the  grounds,  along  with  such  exhibits  in  the  first  instance,  but  not 
after  the  exhibition  is  open  to  the  public.  Afterwards  such  persons 
must  be  provided  with  proper  tickets  as  above,  or  they  will  have  to 
pay  the  regular  admission  fee. 

All  persons  entitled  to  special  admission  privileges  as  above,  or 
otherwise,  must  avail  themselves  of  such  privilege  at  a  special  en- 
trance which  will  be  provided  and  designated  for  that  purpose,  and 
not  at  the  turnstiles. 

Badges  are  not  intended  for  the  purpose  of  securing  admission 
to  the  grounds,  but  only  as  a  means  of  showing  the  holder's  con- 
nection with  the  exhibition. 

The  admission  of  carriages  and  saddle  horses,  with  riders,  will 
b«  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors  from  day  to  day,  the  charge,  if 
admitted,  to  be  25  cents  each  for  single  teams,  50  cents  for  double 
teams,  and  25  cents  for  each  person  therein  or  thereon. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  must  be  made  on  printed  forms  (one  of  which  is 
enclosed),  which  may  be  obtained  free  of  charge  from  the  Secretary, 
at  Sherbrooke.  Entries  on  Live  Stock  (Poultry  excepted)  and  Ma- 
nufactures must  be  made  on  or  before  Tuesday,  July  30th  ;  Poultry, 
on  or  before  Tuesday,  August  6th,  and  in  all  other  classes  on  or  be- 
fore Monday,  August  26th.  The  entry  fee  must  in  all  cases  be  for- 
warded with  the  entry.  No  entry  will  be  accepted  unless  this  is  done. 

Fees  should  be  sent  by  money  order  or  registered  letter.  Avoid 
sending  stamps  if  possible. 

In  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  labor  and  loss  of  time,  exhibit- 
ors are  particularly  requested  to  enter  only  such  articles  as  they 
intend  to  exhibit.    Entry  fees  paid  will  not  be  refunded. 

Exhibitors  will  please  take  notice  that  it  is  absolutely  required 
that  the  entries  be  made  at  the  dates  above  mentioned  in  order  to 
ftfford  sufficient  time  to  examine  the  entry  papers,  and  to  corres- 
pond with  parties  when  necessary  for  the  correction  of  errors  and 
omissions. 

Entries  of  *live  stock  must  in  all  instances  be  made  in  the  name 
of  the  bona  fide  owner,  and  unless  this  rule  be  observed,  no  premium 
will  be  awarded  ;  or,  if  awarded,  will  be  withheld.    In  the  case  of

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 
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registered  animals,  entries  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates  of 
registration  or  registration  number,  failing  which  the  entries  will 
not  be  accepted.  Any  person  exhibiting  an  animal  or  bird  of  which 
he  is  not  the  bona  fide  owner  shall  forfeit  any  premium  awarded 
him,  and  be  precluded  from  exhibiting  in  the  future. 

In  all  other  classes,  entries  must  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
producers  or  manufacturers  only,  and  by  such  producers  themselves 
or  by  their  authorized  agents,  who  shall,  if  so  required,  produce 
their  authority  in  writing.  If  any  person  other  than  the  authorized 
agent  shall  enter  an  article  for  competition  as  produced  or  manu- 
factured by  himself,  when  it  has  not  really  been  so,  he  shall  forfeit 
any  premium  which  may  be  awarded  the  article  and  be  precluded 
from  exhibiting  in  the  future. 

On  the  entry  of  an  animal  or  article,  a  card  will  b«  furnished 
the  exhibitor,  specifying  the  class,  the  section  and  the  number  of 
the  entry,  which  card  must  remain  attached  to  the  animal  or  ar- 
ticle during  the  exhibition. 

In  all  cases  the  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entirely  or  to  accept 
conditionally  any  entry  or  application,  and  under  no  circumstance 
will  articles  which  are  offensive  by  reason  of  their  odor  or  appear- 
ance, or  which  are  dangerous  by  reason  of  their  combustible  or 
explosive  character,  be  admitted  ;  and  if  any  such  be  introduced  by 
an  exhibitor  through  misapprehension  or  otherwise,  they  may  be 
removed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ENTRY  FEES. 

The  charge  for  exhibiting  will  be  by  fees,  which  have  been 
placed  at  the  lowest  possible  figures,  and  which  must  in  all  cases 
accompany  the  entry  : 

Horses — entrance  in  the  Breeding  Classes,  $1.00  per  head; 
Harness,  Hunter  and  Saddle  Classes,  $2.00  per  head  ;  for  Brood 
Mare  and  Foal,  $1.50  ;  for  Foal  of  1907  when  exhibited  apart  from 
Dam,  50c.    Stalls  and  straw  free. 

Cattle — 1  year  and  over,  entrance  75c.  per  head,  stalls  and 
straw  free  ;  under  1  year,  50c.  per  head,  stalls  and  straw  free  ; 
Herds,  no  entrance,  provided  that  an  entry  fee  has  been  paid  in 
another  section. 

Sheep  and  Pigs — entrance  25  cts.  per  head  ;  stalls  and  straw 

free.

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Poultry — 25  cents  each  entry  ;  feed  free. 

Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Products — 25  cents  for  1  entry; 
over  1  and  up  to  5  entries,  50  cents;  over  5  and  up  to  15  entries, 
$1.00  ;  over  15,  5  cents  for  each  additional  entry. 

Dairy  Products — 25  cents  each  entry. 

Ladies'  Department — 25  cents  for  1  entry  ;  over  1  and  under 
6  entries,  50  cents  ;  over  6  entries,  $1.00. 

Industrial  Department,  including  Musical  Instruments  and 
Agricultural  Implements,  Machinery,  Stoves,  Carriages,  etc.,  $1.00 
per  foot  frontage.

As  it  is  intended  to  have  the  exhibition  fully  open  to  the  public 
at  the  time  named,  exhibitors  are  especially  notified  that  the  articles 
or  animals  arriving  after  the  above  dates  will  not  be  allowed  to  enter 
the  grounds  under  any  circumstances  whatever. 

Exhibitors  must  provide  for  the  delivery  of  their  articles  upon 
the  exhibition  grounds.  The  Association  cannot^  in  any  case,  make 
provision  for  their  transportation,  or  be  subjected  to  any  expense

All  expenses  connected  theiewith  must  be  provided  for  by  the  ex- 
hibitors themselves. 

Exhibitors,  on  arrivinj^  with  their  articles,  will  apply  either  at 
the  offices  of  superintendents  of  Departments,  or  of  the  Secretary, 
when  they  will  be  informed  where  theii-  articles  are  to  be  placed. 

Exhibitors  will  at  all  times  give  the  necessary  personal  atten- 
tion to  whatever  they  may  have  on  exhibition,  and  at  the  close  take  , 
entire  charge  of  same. 

Articles  placed  on  exhibition  must  not  be  removed  until  the 
close.  Every  facility  will  be  afforded  for  the  transaction  of  business 
by  taking  orders,  but  no  delivery  of  articles  sold  can  be  made  on  the 
premises  during  the  exhibition,  if  the  same  involves  the  admission 
of  teams  for  the  purpose  of  delivery. 

Though  the  Association  will  lake  reasonable  precaution  to  en- 
sure the  safety  of  articles  sent  to  the  exhibition,  yet  they  wish  it  to 
be  distinctly  understood  that  the  owners  themseh  es  must  take  the 
risk  of  exhibiting  them  ;  and  that  should  any  article  be  accidentally 
injured,  lost  or  stolen,  the  Association  will  give  all  the  assistance  in 
its  power  towards  the  recovery  of  the  same,  but  will  not  make  any 
payment  for  the  value  thereof. 

At  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  exhibitors  must  take  charge  of 
their  exhibits  and  remove  the  same  as  early  as  possible.  Any  art- 
icle or  stand  left  in  the  buildings  or  grounds  after  this  time  will  be 
at  the  risk  of  the  owner. 

LIVE  STOCK. 

Good  buildings  are  provided  on  the  grounds  for  all  live  stock. 
Straw  for  bedding,  and  water  will  be  furnished  for  horses,  cattle, 
sheep  and  pigs,  and  food  for  poultry,  without  charge,  from  Monday, 
September  2nd,  to  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  so  that  stock  may  be 
taken  immediately  co  the  ground  on  their  arrival.  Hay  and  grain 
for  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  and  pigs  will  be  for  sale  on  the  grounds  at 
lowest  market  prices. 

The  production  of  any  animal  may  be  ordered  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  Directors,  for  review  or  other  purposes,  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  exhibition ;  any  exhibitor  or  attendant  refusing  to  bring 
such  animal  into  the  ring,  when  so  required,  shall  forfeit  his  entry 
fees  and  such  premiums  as  may  have  been  awarded  him.

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No  person  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  Judge  who  is  in  ^  ny 
interested  in  the  articles  to  be  examined. 

Judges  are  requested  to  meet  at  the  Secretary's  office,  ' 
commencing  their  work,  presenting  their  circulars  of  appuintiiu  •  v 
when  they  will  be  furnished  with  their  badges  and  books. 

It  is  particularly  requested  that  Judges  will  not  enter 
arguments  with  exhibitors  as  to  the  merits  of  their  exhibits.  They 
are  also  particularly  requested  not  to  inform  exhibitors  as  to  the 
result  of  their  judgment  on  articles  for  which  prizes  are  not  offered 
on  the  regular  list,  until  their  recommendations  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board. 

Judges  will  please  sign  and  hand  in  their  awards  to  the  Secre- 
tary or  assistants  as  soon  as  possible,  and  make  their  more  extended 
reports  afterwards,  making  recommendations  as  circumstances  or 
experience  may  suggest.  No  award  of  a  prize  not  offered  in  the  list 
will  be  paid  until  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  is  desired  that  all  Judges  of  each  class  sign  their  book  and 
go  together  to  hand  in  their  report,  instead  of  sending  it  by  one  of 
their  number,  and  to  remain  together  until  their  book  has  been  ex 
amined  by  the  Secretary  or  one  of  his  assistants,  in  order  that  cases 
of  error  or  doubt  may  be  more  promptly  and  easily  made  right. 

The  Judges  are  particularly  requested  not  to  leave  the  grounds 
until  they  have  ascertained  from  the  Secretary  that  there  are  no 
protests  against  the  award  in  the  classes  tney  have  judged. 

The  attention  of  Judges  and  Exhibitors  is  particulrffly  called  to 
the  two  following  paragraphs  : — 

It  does  not  follow  because  a  prize  is  offered  for  an  animal  or 
article  that  it  must  be  awarded  unless  there  is  pj'oper  competition, 
or  unless  the  exhibit  is  of  sufficient  merit  to  warrant  the  award 
being  made. 

In  the  absence  of  competition  in  any  section,  or  if  the  stock  or 
article  exhibited  be  of  inferior  quality,  the  Judges  will  award  only 
such  premiums  as  they  think  the  articles  deserving  of.  They  will 
exercise  their  discretion  as  to  whether  they  will  award  the  first,  se- 
cond, or  any  premium. 

Not  more  than  one  prize  will  be  awarded  in  any  one  section  to 
any  one  exhibitor,  unless  there  be  bona  fide  competition,  that  is  to 
say  unless  there  be  two  or  more  exhibitors.

Any  exhibitor  lodging  a  protest  must  make  it  in  writing,  an 
it  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  or  his  assistants  within  thre^ 
hours  of  the  cause  of  protest ;  it  must  state  plainly  the  cause  of  com- 
plaint or  appeal,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  $6,  which 
sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Association  if  the  said  protest  is  not 
sustained.  The  Board  of  Directors,  however,  earnestly  hope  that 
exhibitors  will  not  enter  protests  without  the  strongest  grounds  for 
so  doing,  as  much  annoyance  and  unpleasantness  is  often  caused  by 
protests  of  frivolous  nature. 

The  Judges  are  expected,  in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  to  be 
careful  to  act  with  the  most  rigid  irapartialit]|K«,nd  make  their  en- 
tries in  a  clear  and  conspicuous  manner,  in  all  cases  of  doubt  or  dif- 
ffculty  referring  freely  to  the  Secretary  or  to  the  Directors  in  charge 
of  Departments. 

No  persons  shall  be  permitted  in  the  horse  or  cattle  rings  dur- 
ing the  time  of  judging,  except  the  Judges  and  the  grooms,  or  per- 
sons in  charge  of  the  animals. 

All  prize  cards  which  have  been  affiled  by  the  Judges  must  be 
displayed  during  the  exhibition.  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  will 
incur  the  forfeiture  of  any  premium  awarded. 

Any  person  who  shall  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  Judges 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  shall  afterwards,  on  the 
premises  of  the  Association^  use  any  contemptuous  or  abusive  lan- 
guage to  any  Judge  in  consequence  of  any  award  made  by  him,  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  any  premium  to  which  he  might  otherwise  be 
entitled,  and  shall  be  excluded  from  exhibiting  for  one  year  there- 
after. Judges  are  particularly  requested  to  report  any  breach  of 
this  rule. 

Upon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud,  deception,  or  dishonest  prac- 
tice, either  in  the  preparation  or  ownership,  or  of  any  misrepresent- 
ation concerning  any  article  exhibited,  which  may  have  affected,  or 
have  been  intended  to  affect,  the  decision  of  the  Judges,  the  Board 
of  Directors  have  the  power  to  withhold  the  payment  of  any  prize 
awarded,  and  may  prohibit  any  such  party  or  parties  from  exhibit- 
ing in  any  class  for  one  or  more  years,  and  may  also  publish  the 
names  of  such  persons  or  not,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  reserve  the  right  to  J)rescri!)H  the  di- 
mensions and  regulate  the  position  of  all  signs,  and  generally  to  di- 
rect the  arrangement  of  the  articles  on  exhibition,  so  far  as  the  sam^ 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  harmony  and  an  attractive  appearance. 

The  contractors  for  the  supply  of  refreshments  at  the  restau- 
rants and  all  persons  keeping  refreshment  stands,  must  lay  in  their 
stock  before  8  a.  m.,  unless  under  special  unad voidable  circumstan- 
ces, when  permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary. 

The  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors,  exhibitions  or  shows  of  an  im- 
moral nature  and  gambling  of  all  kinds  are  absolutely  prohibited. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  have  the  power,  by  their  Act  of 
Incorporation,  to  enforce  these  rules  and  to  regulate  or  prevent  the 
huckstering  or  trafficking  in  fruits,  goods  or  merchandise  on  the  Ex- 
hibition grounds ;  and  any  person  who,  after  due  notice  of  such 
rules,  violates  the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  by  the  officers, 
policemen  or  constables  of  said  Association  and  be  subject  to  pro- 
secution. 

FIRE  AND  POLICE  PROTECTION. 

The  most  careful  and  thorough  arrangements  possible  have  been 
made  to  guard  againsv  fire.  At  the  fire  station,  on  the  grounds,  a 
detachment  of  the  city  fire  brigade  will  be  present  day  and  night ; 
the  grounds  are  connected  with  all  the  fire  stations  by  telephone, 
and  with  precautions  taken,  it  is  believed  that  the  danger  of  such 
an  occurrence  is  very  remote ;  but  exhibitors  desiring  insurance 
must  give  the  matter  their  personal  attention. 

An  ample  police  force,  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the  city, 
will  be  on  duty  day  and  night  during  the  continuance  of  the  exhi- 
bition. A  full  corps  of  watchmen  will  also  be  present  at  all  times ; 
but  exhibitors  are  expected  to  exercise  constant  supervision  over 
their  articles  on  exhibition,  as  the  Association  will  not  be  respon- 
sible for  loss  or  damage  by  theft,  fire  or  otherwise.  Small  and  va- 
luable articles  should  be  exhibited  in  show  case,  which  may  be  se- 
curely locked  when  desirable.

Manufactured  in  Ottawa  is  an 
instrument  of  very  high  artistic 
attainment  in  every  particular. 
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In  all  Thoroughbred  Classes,  full  pedigrees,  properly  certified,  must 
accompany  the  entry,  or  the  number  of  registration  in  the  Stud  Book 
must  be  given  on  the  entry  form.  No  animals  will  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete as  pure  bred  unles§  they  possess  regular  stud  pedigrees. 

A  Canadian-Bred  Horse  shall  be  understood  to  be  a  horse  that  is 
foaled  in  Canada. 

No  horse  will  be  allowed  to  compete  in  more  than  one  class  or  section 
except  that  single  drivers  may  also  compete  as  saddle  horses  or  as  one 
of  a  pair  on  payment  of  additional  entry,  and  in  case  of  teams,  where 
brood  mares  may  also  compete.  All  horses  may  also  compete  for  special 
prizes,  and  in  speeding  contests.  » 

No  horse  will  be  allowed  a  premium  unless  sound,  except  in  the  case 
of  stallions  or  brood  mares  injured  by  accidents,  which  do  not  lessen 
their  usefulness;  the  opinion  of  the  Association's  veterinary  surgeon  to 
be  taken  in  all  cases  of  suspected  unsoundness. 

Blank  pedigree  forms*  to  be  had  free  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

Horses  must  be  shown  uncovered  when  required,  in  the  arena  and 
in  such  a  manner  as  the  judges  may  require  or  allow,  and  if  exhibitors 
refuse  to  submit  to  the  proper  requirements  of  the  Judges  or  Directors, 
their  animals  will  be  ruled  out. 

All  horses  must  be  brought  out  for  judging  or  parade  purposes  when- 
ever required  by  the  Judges  or  officials  and  must  take  part  in  the  parades. 
Exhibitors,  or  their  employees,  not  complying  with  this  or  any  other 
rule,  shall  forfeit  all  prizes  awarded  them  and  the  right  to  exhibit  at  fu- 
ture exhibitions  of  the  Association. 

The  upper  door  of  box  stalls  must  be  left  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  6 
p.  m.,  in  order  that  the  public  may  view  the  animals,  and  all  stalls  must 
be  cleaned  out  before  8  a.  m.,  so  that  refuse  can  be  cleared  away  before 
the  arrival  of  visitors.   These  rules  will  be  enforced. 

Exhibitors  who  may  desire  to  take  their  horses  home  at  night  will 
be  allowed  to  do  so  by  depositing  $5  with  the  Secretary,  which  shall  be 
forfeited  if  the  animal  is  not  brought  back  by  10  a.  m.  the  following 
morning. 

Exhibitors  will  not  be  allowed  to  use  stalls  for  storing  forage,  and 
the  Directors  shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  of  making  use  of  stalls 
thus  occupied. 

Not  more  than  one  prize  in  any  one  section  will  be  given  to  one  ex- 
hibitor, unless  there  is  bona  fide  competition  in  such  section,  that  is  to 
say,  unless  there  are  two  or  more  bona  fide  exhibitors. 

In  the  absence  of  competition  in  any  section,  or  if  the  exhibits  be 
of  inferior  quality,  the  Judges  will  award  only  such  premiums  as  they

All  work  must  be  delivered  at  the  Art  Building  on  the  grounds  not 
later  than  noon,  Monday,  September  2nd  in  order  that  they  may  be 
properly  arranged  and  hung  before  the  opening  of  the  Department  to 
the  public. 

All  exhibits  must  be  framed  or  mounted  on  cardboard. 

Exhibitors  who  cannot  bring  their  exhibits  to  the  exhibition  can 
send  them  by  express,  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  Fine  Arts 
Department,  Dominion  Fair,  Sherbrooke,  who  must  be  notified  by  the 
exhibitor,  by  post-card  or  otherwise,  when  the  goods  are  so  sent.
